• IF THERE IS one apparent 
weakness in jazz today, that weak- 
ness is the lack of new jazz voices 
who employ different from the ex- 
isting forma of jazz. 

Jazz today seems to have been 
Influenced by just a number of 
musicians. Charley Parker for the 
alto saxophone, Lester Young for 
the tenor saxophone. Art Tatum 
for the piano— these men are the 
major influences on jazz today. 
But, all three styles of the above 
men came directly from the Thir- 
ties and did not change much from 
the original. So, in reality, what 
is called "contemporary" jazz is 
nothing more than jazz fathered 
over twenty years ago. 

Of course, there are jazzmen 
who claim that their style la sing- 
ular — but by scrutiny it can be 
discovered that "their style" is 
nothing more than a rehash of 
some other, and often not quite 
as well known, style. 

However, there does seem to be 
period of transition going on with- 
in jazz. The musicians of this 
transition are producing music 
that is so strange to the ears that 
the music receives more condem- 
nation than praise. But to have 
other transitional jazzmen of the 
past. 

When, in the late Twenties, Ben 
Pollack and Paul Whiteman 
formed the prototypes of the great 
swing bands, Pollack and White- 
man were beseiged by critics call- 
ing the new music form one of 
utter confusion and predicting its 
downfall in' a matter of months,

We were sorry 
that the crowning could not have been a little more effectively 
planned.

The presenta- 
tion of (Guys and Dolls” by the University players received 
tremendous ovations by the members of the faculty and stu- 
dent body in attendance. 

The Saturday afternoon game against Navy was played 
with as much enthusiasm as has ever been displayed by the 
Colonial team. Spirits ran high among those in attendance 
and the cheerleaders found quick response for every cheer. 

The alumni also showed up “en masse.” TTie buffet din- 
ner held in their honor Friday evening was well attended. 
The efforts to increase alumni support of the University 
appear to have been very successful this year. 

-The alumni were also honored at reception Saturday 
afternoon and at the Fraternity open houses following the 
game. We were very pleased at the number of alumni who 
attended the dance Saturday evening. 

“We feel that this weekend was one of the most avidly 
supported programs ever presented by the University, and we 
hope that this support will continue with future functions. 


In fact, the only really un- 
fortunate things about the 
show were that Lisner audi- 
torium wasn’t big enough to 
hold the mammouth Home- 
coming crowd that flocked to see 
it, and that it could be publicly 
presented only once. 

The laughs started the moment 
the curtain rose on a hectic, happy 
panorama of the midtown Man- 
hattan streets immortalized by 
New York journalist and fable- 
apinner Damon Runyon. 

They reached a brilliant peak 
when, seventeen songs and nearly 
three hours later, careworn crap- 
shooter Nathan Detroit presented 
a weary collection of his fellows 
to a Salvation Army prayer meet- 
ing leader with an ingenuous, 
"Brother Abernathy, your dice.” 
However, jiespite the uproarious 
flavor of the script— written by 
Aba Burrows and Jo Swerling — 
the real hero of “Guys and Dolls” 
will always be lyricist-composer 
Frank Loesser. Never was such 
raffish charm, such lovable law- 
lessness, such hardboiled tender - 
ness so well captured in music. 

Appropriately, it was in singing 
that romantic leads Pat Randall 
and Chuck Johnson were at their 
best. Whenever the orchestra 
sounded an introductory chord, all 
traces of self-consciousness were 
swept away and both audience 
arid singer were caught up in the 
Loesser magic. 

Miss Randall was charming as 
Sarah Brown, the Salvation Army 
sergeant who falls in love with a 
big time gambler, and Mr. John- 
son was an amiable, if slightly 
collegiate, Sky Masterson. 

Particularly memorable were 
their two duets. 'TU Know When 
My Love Comes Along" and "I've 
Never Been in Love Before," Miss 
Randall’s lovely "If I were a Bell” 
and Mr. Johnson's exciting "Luck, 
Be a Lady Tonight." 

In lively contrast to their whirl- 
wind courtship and marriage was 
the 14-year fhgagement of De- 
troit and his night club singer 
sweetheart, Miss Adelaide. 

As Detroit, harassed promoter 
of a venerable floating crap game, 
Vince Mortorano carried a major 
portion of the comedy. His char- 
acterization was broad and hilar- 
ious, and his timing was practical- 
ly perfect. 

Sally Herrington was sheer de- 
light as the addle-pa ted Adelaide. 
Her famous "Lament" f“A person 
can develop a cold") was a show- 
stopper. Equally sparkling were 
her floor show numbers "A Bushel 
and a Peck" and "Take Back 
Your Mink." 

The Hot Box chorus girls who 


backed up her night club act were 
as polished and harmonious as 
they were curvaceous. 

The men's chorus, too. outdid 
itself. A colorful, ingratiating col- 
lection of horse-players, crap- 
shooters and streetcomer rogues, 
they exhibited, from their opening 
hymn to "The' Oldest Established 
Permanent Floating Crap Game 
in New York" to their closing ad- • 
monition to "Follow the Fold and 
Stray No More,” a kind of heart- 
warming skulduggery and disarm- 
ing delinquency at once wayward 
and wonderful, perverse and pure. 

Chief among them was De- 
troit's errant sidekick, Nicely- 
Nicely Johnson. Paul Frank, 
garbed in an unforgettable orange 
plaid suit, gave a new and uproar- 
ious twist to the classic Stubby 
Kaye role. 

Dancing played a primary part 
in maintaining the Runyon flavor 
of the musical. The opening kalei- 
doscope of Times Square, and ita 
twin finale, were surpassed only 
by a brilliant Havana night club 
scene, which starred Joan Talbert 
and Dick Bushy. Choreography 
was by Elizabeth Burtner and 
Gay CheneL 

Probably to director Morgan 
James goes most of the credit for 
the happy success of “Guys and 
Dolls." To his work must be at- 
tributed the essential energy and 
effervescence of the production, 
the rapidity of pace anfl sensi- 
tivity of timing. 

Choral director Bob Block must 
also have had a hand in the qual- 
ity of the show. In Addition to 
chorus and solo numbers already 
noted, the opening trio "Fugue 
for Tinhorns" ("I got thg horse 
right here”) and the closing duet 
“Marry the Man Today” displayed 
accomplished direction as well as 
vocal 'excellence. 

Certainly there were weak- 
nesses in the production — a 
couple of stiffly played smaller 
roles, a flat note here and there 
— but somehow the droll and de- 
lightful flavor of Damon Runyon's 
toughs and tarts, the laughter 
and loveliness of Frank Loesser’s 
music served to minimize all 
flaws. 

For "Guys and Dolls” is indis- 
putably one of the truly great 
Broadway musicals. It ran for 
three years in New York and two 
years on the road, 36 weeks in 
Chicago and 16 months in Lon- 
don. It topped "The King and I" 
to win the 1961 Drama Critics' 
award, and it became one of the 
most successful Hollywood pro- 
ductions of the decade.

flux, polymetric rhythm, and 
atonal signatures, the trio pro- 
duces music unlike any other Jazz 
to date.

Macero, Charles and Prince are 
reaching for a new form of Jazz. 
The sound may be strange and 
confusing, but someday their jazz 
might be accepted as is Miles 
Davis today.
